A comparison of eg US 3994593 with the broadest claim, Claim 22 reveals a pressing element (9) for ejecting a 
strip (1) from a body where frictional force between the pressing element and at least one surface of the strip (see 
Fig 4) against which the surface of the pressing element is pressed transports the strip from a first position to a 
second position (see Column 2, final paragraph and column 3)
